MIXED MARTIAL ARTIST, COMIC-BOOK WRITER, 
GANDHI QUOTED: CM PUNK JUST CAN’T SIT STILL

I t’s been a little less than a year since CM Punk signed with the UFC. 

Since leaving the WWE, he has been training in Milwaukee in anticipa- 
tion of his MMA debut in the near future. The Chicago native, whose 
real name is Phil Brooks, took time out of his training schedule to talk 
about his progress, writing for DC Comics and blocking Twitter haters. 
Oh, and he also quotes Gandhi. 


You have been training in Miiwaukee for 
aimost six months. How do you think your 
deveiopment in the fight business is coming 
aiong, and when do you see yourseif enter- 
ing the octagon? 

WeU, I’m my own worst critic. I always want 
to be better than I am, and you can apply 
that to any aspect in my life. I want to be a 
better husband, better comic-book writer 
and better mixed martial artist. I am right 
where I need to be. I am keeping up with 


everybody and that’s a tough task with all 
those “killers” in that gym. 

You recentiy announced you wiii be writing 
for DC Comics. When does the first issue 
reiease, and wiii we see more issues in the 
future? 

Drax No. i is slated to be released late fall, 
early winter, whenever the seasons change 
here in Chicago. From when I first started 
writing, it’s definitely getting easier. Reading 


from scripts of comic books definitely helps, 
along with a great editor and an awesome 
co-writer, and they are all teaching me as I 

go- 

You are one of the biggest ceiebrity Biack- 
hawks fans. How was it for you to be in the 
United Center when they won the Staniey 
Cup and then the dreaded saiary cap coming 
into piay during the offseason? 

I could tell you exactly where I was sitting 
when they won. I love the Hawks and always 
have. I was stoked when they won. Everyone 
asks me if they are a dynasty and I don’t re- 
ally care. Three cups in my lifetime is {bleep- 
ing] amazing. 

The trades didn’t really surprise besides 
{Brandon} Saad, as I thought they were 
going to keep him. ... It’s like 2010, when we 
traded a bunch of players but the core is still 
there. If you build around {Jonathan} Toews, 
{Patrick} Kane, {Brent} Seabrook, {Duncan} 
Keith and {Corey} Crawford, everyone else 
will play up to their level. 


You're aiso a huge Cubs fan. What do you 
think has been the biggest reason they are 
siowiy becoming a good team? 

The Cubs are a fun team to watch, huh? 

They steal bases, they sacrifice bunt, they 
pick off and they do all this on purpose. I 
think timing is everything in life, and Joe 
Maddon came at the perfect time. The Cubs 
have plenty of young players who are coming 
up and generally love to play baseball. They 
haven’t been affected by the big head and 
manager they have, and it’s just a bunch of 
dudes playing baseball. 

You aiso designed a Wrigiey Fieid chair for 
Cubs charities. Have they reached out for 
you to be invoived in another project? 

The Cubs reach out all the time. I work 
really closely with them, and it’s enjoyable 
doing this for local charities. Next I am going 
to do something for Jon Lester’s foundation 
in August, and it’s going to be a “Hollywood 
Squares” type of thing. That’s all I really 
know right now 
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Does it bother you when people ask, “Will 
you return to wrestling?” 

Yes and no. It irks me a little bit because I 
think it’s the same people that are asking it. 
But at the same time you have to roll with 
the punches because it comes with the terri- 
tory It’s probably what I’m most known for, 
and there are fans out there that miss me in 
that venue. I am not one to draw in the past 
and I’m sailing on. 

You are all over Twitter and try not to deal 
with negative people. Do you think more 
should follow your approach dealing with 
the “trolls” of that world? 

I think people in my “position” always worry 
about what they have to say A lot of things 
that I’ve said have come and bit me in the 
ass. I am who I am and I’m not trying to 
fabricate it. Twitter is like a window to my 
kitchen. If somebody doesn’t like the things 
I say and want to attack me onTmtter, I 
block them or “close the window” Then they 
go off and cry about it. 

Again, I am who I am, and if you don’t like 
me, stop following me or I will do the honors 
of blocking you. 

You mentioned a camera crew following 
you all the way up to your first fight. Has 
that been a distraction during training? 

No, not at all. There is plenty of footage 
where Fox can string along four or five epi- 
sodes leading up to my fight. And whatever 
happens, I think it’s going to be an inspiring 
show to watch on the journey I am taking. 

Hulk Hogan has made headlines for some of 
his racist comments becoming public. Being 
a former wrestler, what was your reaction? 

I don’t really have a comment on it. Like I 
said, though, stuff that you say can come 
back and bite you in the ass. Everybody gets 
what they deserve in the world. Hopefully he 
issued a sincere apology and we can all move 
on from it. 

We all have said stupid things, and I don’t 


think you should judge somebody on what 
they said a long time ago. But some of the 
stuff is harsher than other things. It is what 
it is. 

Recently you received a text from WWE 
Superstar Daniel Bryan. How was that get- 
ting a vote of confidence from one of the 
people you grew up with through the ranks 
of pro wrestling? 

I thought it was pretty cool. Everybody in 
WWE whether they admit it or not are big 
fans of the UEC. Like everything else, they 
are lo years behind the curve on everything, 
but they are slowly warming up to MMA. 
Now it’s all Ronda Rousey But a couple of 
years ago when I mentioned her they told 
me the sport was despicable. Everything 
they are doing now is something I told them 
five years ago. They live in a bubble. When 
you are on the road this much, you are “all in” 
and nothing else matters; I lived in a bubble. 

They built this empire and they are the 
best at what they do. But they still have no 
{bleeping! idea what goes on outside their 
bubble. 

Any final words for Chicago fans of yours, 
whether you’re an MMA fighter, wrestler, 
painter or comic-book writer? 

I’ve done some cool things in my life. Hell, 

I can sit on my couch and get super fat, but 
that’s not who I am. I like growing mentally 
and physically as a person and a human be- 
ing. I like to tackle things that may scare me 
and not being closed-minded. I think that 
could go towards anyone. If everyone was a 
little more caring, a little more loving, a little 
bit willing to help people up when they fall, 

I think the world would be in a better place. 
It may sound crazy to quote Gandhi, but it 
rings true. Be the change you want to see in 
the world, and I’m all about moving forward 
and making a better world for myself and my 
family

For a i2-year-old kid 
in suburban Detroit, 
the “real” world 
seems so far away So 
impossible to fully 
comprehend. It was 
1999, and I felt as tiny 
and insignificant as 
the township where 
I lived. 

I also couldn’t 
handle sitting 
through my sixth-grade social studies class 
for an hour. Government. Politics. City coun- 
cils. Elections. It all bored me. Angered me 
at times, to be honest. But that was probably 
because my lack of power as fourth-grade 
class president two years prior had left a 
noticeable chip on my shoulder. (Fact: No 
matter how many votes you get from your 
classmates, you can’t ever outrank the princi- 
pal and cancel school for the week.) 

Then Jon Stewart changed something in me. 

After rattling off four straight episodes 
of “Win Ben Stein’s Money” on Comedy 
Central, and racking my brain about whether 
the show actually made him offer up his own 
funds, I noticed a new, energetic, extremely 
likable personality kicking off the next show. 
Stewart had taken Craig Kilborn’s seat on a 
little program called “The Daily Show,” and 
the voiceover called it “the most impor- 
tant television program ever.” Even at 12 , 1 
thought this sounded hilariously brash. 

“The president {Bill Clinton}, who 
describes himself as old-fashioned when it 
comes to Internet technology never actually 
touched the computer {during an online 
town hall meeting from George Washington 
University] ... although he did allow it to 
rub against his penis,” Stewart said with a 
smirk, which he visibly worked to keep from 
turning into a laugh, during an episode from 
November 1999. “By the way that’s ‘E2’ on 
your computers at home.” 

The New York City studio audience 
erupted in laughter, as did I in my bedroom 
in southeast Michigan. Mainly of course, 
because he said “penis” on TV. But, hey my 
appreciation for humor matured once I hit 
puberty I promise. 

“Whoa. He’s sitting at a news desk, but 
he’s flailing around and cracking jokes about 
political media,” I remember thinking to my- 
self “That’s a thing you can do on TV? That’s 
a job? He’s kind of like David Letterman, but 



he’s ... not.” 

Who was this 30 -something guy who im- 
mediately had some sort of comedic power 
over me? And why was I all of a sudden 
glued to my screen as he discussed Russian 
president Boris "Yeltsin, South African leader 
Nelson Mandela, a NATO airstrike against 
Belgrade and the instability of the Pakistani 


government? I wasn’t even a freakin’ teenager 
yet— jokes were sailing miles and miles 
over my head— and I was somehow wholly 
consumed by this guy’s gleam, delivery and 
on-screen presence. His sarcastic asides and 
under-the-breath quips made him unlike 
anyone “reading the news.” 

Within 20 minutes of watching my first

episode of “The Daily Show,” my entire 
mindset changed. I wanted to be informed. I 
already knew I wanted to be a comedian, but 
now? I wanted to be this type of a comedian: 
quick-witted, intelligent, campy and bril- 
liantly satirical. Ask someone who wasn’t a 
1 2-year-old redhead with glasses bigger than 
his face at the time and they’d agree that 
Stewart put a spotlight on media hypocrisy 
when one was needed more than ever. Stew- 
art drove home the point that life was never 
meant to be taken so seriously all the time. 
Even when referencing hard-hitting, global 
headlines. 

Six years later, I enrolled in Michigan State 
University’s journalism program and began 
taking improvisation classes in hopes of, one 
day, becoming as powerful a presence as Jon 
Stewart. Throughout college, I gathered 
90 percent of my news every night from 
II p.m. to 11:30 p.m. (MSU is on Eastern 
time, ICYMI), thanks to Stewart’s scripts. 

He forever made— for me, anyway— that 
“real” world I was so terrified of six years ear- 
lier a place I felt I could truly and confidently 
conquer. Even my two current Web series 
(“The Social Meia Pessimist” and “RedEye 
Rundown”) were inspired by Stewart and his 
immense impact on me as a person and how 
I approach life every single day 

On Thursday night, Stewart officially will 
pass the torch to comedian Trevor Noah, 
someone I have had the pleasure of chat- 
ting with in the past and could not be more 
thriUed for. That instant likabUity and intel- 
ligent humor? He’s got it in spades. While so 
many feel the need to mutter, “He’ll never 
live up to what Stewart built,” I’m confident 
when I say that he’U never try 

“The Daily Show” will no longer be “The 
Daily Show” we’ve had the pleasure of watch- 
ing for more than a decade and a half, just like 
how Stewart completely changed the game 
when Kilborn went to “The Late Late Show” 
Controversies aside, Noah’s a genius, and 
he’ll appropriately tailor the show to what he 
can do best. 

I imagine that whatever Stewart does next 
(perhaps more writing and directing on the 
big screen?) will be nothing short of brilliant. 
And I’ll be along for the ride, just like the 
1 2-year-old version of myself, even if it did 
happen by accident. 

Jon Stewart, for the past 16 years, you have 
been my moment of Zen.

WORTH A TRIP

I’m a sucker for a good food mashup. 

Cronuts restored my faith in humanity Taco 
Bell’s Doritos Locos Tacos made my knees 
weak and the fabled ramen burger is still 
on my bucket list. So when I saw a banner 
advertising sushi burritos at Lincoln Park’s 
Sumo Restaurant, I knew I had no choice in 
the matter. What’s become a fusion staple in 
Los Angeles, San Francisco and New York has 
finally landed in Chicago. 

Sandwiched between a Subway and a mat- 
tress store. Sumo is relatively unassuming. 
The menu boasts run-of-the-mill essentials: 
miso soup ($3), spicy tuna roll ($6.95), salmon 
poke ($10), veggie tempura ($12) and chicken 
teriyaki ($14.95). The walls are covered 
with murals of sumo wrestlers, and the Yelp 
reviews are just above average at three and a 
half stars. In a city dotted with sushi joints — 
both hole-in-the-wall gems and uber-pricey 
spectacles— you have to get creative if you 
want to stand out. 

Sumo owner Ganzorig Amgalanbaatar did 
just that when he hung a banner in his res- 
taurant’s window: “Introducing the first-ever 
new sushi burrito in Chicago,” it read. Game, 
set, match. 

“We saw it before in California, and my 
customers told me about it,” Amgalanbaatar 
said. ‘A lot of people just love the sushi bur- 
rito in California.” 

For now, the B YOB -friendly spot offers 
two variations on the treat: fresh salmon and 
spicy tuna. Both are prepared with the same 
accompaniments— cucumber, crab salad, 
crab sticks, tempura sweet potato and special 
sauce. The ingredients are padded with 
rice and encased in seaweed and rice paper. 


Each roll is then wrapped in foil and cut on a 
diagonal right down the middle to create two 
palm-size pieces. In my mind, there was only 
one thing that could ruin a sushi burrito: too 
much tough, chewy seaweed. I was pleasantly 
surprised to find that the seaweed wrapper 
only covered half of the burrito— the other 
half was wrapped with clear rice paper. 

“The burrito is bigger than the special 
rolls, so the seaweed is too small,” Amgalan- 
baatar said. “You can eat it anywhere. The 
rice paper makes it very easy to take to go.” 
Though the seaweed alternative became a bit 
sticky and gummy toward the end, the tinfoil 
wrapper acted as a reinforcement to keep 
everything intact. 

During lunch, the fish-filled bundles are 
available for $5; after 2 p.m., they go for $7.50 
each. Though they’re not overstuffed like San 
Francisco’s famed Sushirrito, these guys aren’t 
lacking. Tender cuts of salmon and spicy tuna 
meet their match with crunchy cucumber, 
tender sweet potato and messy crab salad. I 
admittedly removed the jumbo crab sticks 
halfway through because I wasn’t a huge fan 
of the crab-on-crab combo. Everything else 
worked together in perfect sushi harmony 

One sushi burrito probably won’t fill you 
up. My rule of thumb: Think of it as a full 
specialty roll and plan the rest of your order 
accordingly Yes, these burritos are a perfect 
snack, but one isn’t going to hold you over 
like a Chipotle burrito would (but really does 
anything?). I’m all about keeping the peace, 
but here’s hoping Sumo’s creation incites a 
sushi burrito showdown in Chicago.

half-century and his thoughts on his career and 
the industry are well-documented in his 2010 
autobiography “Life.” But like most people, he 
has wrong opinions, and his latest comments 
about The Beatles’ classic eighth studio album, 
“Sgt. Pepper’s Lonely Hearts Club Band,” and 
even the Rolling Stones’ 1967 effort, “Their 
Satanic Majesties Request,” are pretty bad. 

Speaking to “Esquire,” the geriatric per- 
former sat down with a very eager interviewer 
who started things off with, “If you smoke, I 
can smoke, right?” because if you’re talking to 
Richards, who is mostly composed of tobacco 
ash and old blues records, you probably want 
to have a cigarette with him— but for the re- 
cord, as cool as it is, it’s still bad for you. That 
said, after some interesting questions about 


Chicago blues and why Richards performs to 
the left of singer Mick Jagger, he was asked 
about The Beatles’ string of albums in the 
late ’60s and how it compares to the Stones’ 
output from that time. 

Here is Richards’ answer: “The Beatles 
sounded great when they were The Beatles. 
But there’s not a lot of roots in that music. 

I think they got carried away Why not? If 
you’re The Beatles in the ’60s, you just get car- 
ried away —you forget what it is you wanted 
to do. Abu’re starting to do ‘Sgt. Pepper.’ Some 
people think it’s a genius album, but I think 
it’s a mishmash of rubbish, kind of like ‘Sa- 
tanic Majesties’— ‘Oh, if you can make a load 
of shit, so can we.’ ” 

This, in the industry is what we call a hot 
take, or saying “that thing that is generally 
well-accepted and liked is actually bad,” or, in 
Richards’ words, “rubbish.” 

“Sgt. Pepper’s Lonely Hearts Club Band” is 
one of the most celebrated albums of all time, 
regarded by many as a sonic and conceptual 
leap for The Beatles, who are one of the most 
well-known and culturally influential bands 
ever. The Rolling Stones, who are nearly

equally respected, had an unmatched run in 
the ’60s, and even “Their Satanic Majesties 
Request,” which was less bluesy than the 
band’s earlier oeuvre, is still pretty damn good. 
Reasonable people can prefer the Beatles’ 
“Rubber Soul” or “Revolver” to “Sgt. Pepper’s” 
while Rolling Stones fans can enjoy “Exile 
On Main St.” more than “Satanic Majesties,” 
which I do. But to call the albums rubbish 


seems a bit silly 

His comments almost make it seem as if 
the Stones and The Beatles were friendly 
rivals, attempting to outperform and sell more 
records than the other throughout the ’60s. 
Either way Richards is preparing to release 
his own solo album, his first in 20 years, titled 
“Crosseyed Heart,” on Sept. 18. Will it be a 
“mishmash of rubbish?” Wlio knows?!
